This business pf starting in-slippery weather can 


be quite a problem. But stopping,is even more so. 
However, most goiod drivers agrpe on one hiethod 
that they flnd quite satisfactory.' First of all they 
begin to. slow, their, cars down at quite a. distance 
from where they want to stop...They press the brake 
lightly at first and release it almost at once. Then 
they press again and release quickly. By a series 
of brief, moderate brake actions, instead of one continuous pressure, they 
gradually reduce speed nnd can usually stop without skidding. 


Many of the best drivers always make it a point 


not to disengage the clutch as soon as they apply 
their brakes, but to wait until the car has almost 
stopped. While'.this is their general practice, they 
say it is especially important on slippery roads, as 
they claim it reduces the chances of skidding. But 
if we use this method.there is one thing wo must look 
out for. We have to remember that on a slippery sur- 
face it is very easy to stall our engine by using our 
brakes when the clutch is still engaged. 


Outside of starting and stopping, most winter skid- 


ding is at turns and curves. Many good drivers tell us 
that they treat every, slippery curve or turn as though 
it were going to be a stop. In other words, they ap- 
proach curves using the very same system of short 


moderate brake actions. The result is that when they reach the curve they are 
going so slowly that they can actually give the engine a little gas and put 
some power in the wheels. With power turning the 
wheels, we are not so likely to skid. 


After all, the:main thing to do about driving in 


slippery weather is just what we do about walking in 
slippery weather. \Ye are all pretty careful: about 
that. The first.thing most of us do when we go out on 
a slippery, morning is to put out.one foot cautiously 


and get the.feel of'the surface 
to see-how careful we",have 
to. be. The best drivers we 
know do practically the.same 
thing.with their cars.

It in difficult for us to put ourselves 


back into the times when Halaehi liv- 
ed, and it is, therefore, difficult to in- 
terpret his message in the light of his 
age and environment. No one, how- 
ever, could read this lesson without 
realizing that it has a significance far 
beyond the situation of any one time 
or of any one nation. 


I 
It is the picture of tlie coming of 


, one who wil Isave the nation. But sal- 
vation cannot come without purifica- 
tion of the national life and without 
the sweeping away of all that is false 
and untrue. 
| 
This social Savior is as a refiner 


| and purifier of silver and gold. Men 
are to be put in tlie crucible, and the 
refining fire is first of all to purify the 
priests, or the sons of Levi. 


The age of salvation is an ago of 


judgment, of "swift witness" against 
the doers of evil, not only those whoso 
lives are vicious and, false, but those 
who oppress the workers and who rob 
the widowed and the fatherless. 


Muliichi brings against the nation 


the charge of perverting the truth, of 
turning aside the ordinances of God, 
and of robbing God through their fail- 
ure to make Him an honest return of 
tithes and offerings. 
He calls upon 


the people to turn from this robbery 
iind pretense to sincerity, to bring the 
"whole tithe into the storehouse." 


The language he uses is as intense 


HI- it is full of appeal and hope. Tlie 
duvourer and the destroyer are to bo 
rebuked and overthrown,-but the na- 
tion that yields itself in full offering 
to Clod and in full reliance upon Him 
will find the windows of heaven open 
and a blessing poured out so great that 
there shall not be room enough tu ro- 
ceive it. 


ll is sad to rouli/e that, between the 


tiinu of Malachi and the coining of 
Jesus, nearly 400 years later, a period 
of darkness and suffering settled down 
upon Itreul. But it is worth while to 


j remember that out of this period there 
emerges tlu> story of heroic souls and 
of lliuiJ' sublime sacrifice in the .strug- 
gle against oppression. 


Like other prophecies of tlie great 


prophets of Isreal there is a timeliness 
about the moral judgments of Malachi. 
Hero he sets forth wilh great clearness 
tin; way of salvation and blessedness 
in the life of the nation, as well as the 
way that inevitably makes for weak- 
ness and destruction. 


Malachi has a profound and practi- 


cal message for America and Amer- 
icana today. Let. us seek to read the 
lesson not merely ILS a document that 
come:: out of the past, but as u plaJn 
message of a clear-seeing social and 
religious leader who, being dead, yet 
speaks.

A previous poll on the popularity of 


the New Deal which was conducted 
by Tile Literary Digest in the spring 
of 1934 showed 61.15 per cent of the 
poll voters then in favor of the Pres- 
idenl's policies. 


The twenly-lhrec stales which are
